804 Students Register At SAC; 
453 Freshmen, 251 Sophomores Enroll 


Latest registration figures at Santa Ana College for 
the ensuing fall semester have reached 804, according to 
Registrar Genevieve Humiston. This figure is an increase 
of over 10 per cent in comparison with last year’s mark of 
691 students.
